Are They Learning Too Much?—Prof. Henry Per- 
kins Trinity College much exercised over the 
tiful lack’ knowledge displayed the average Amer- 
ican schoolboy, and especially when contrasted with his 
English cousin corresponding age, and fears that 
are not doing all that should the matter 
teaching the young idea how shoot. course, Prof. 
Perkins means alone his opinion, however 
may differ with other critics regards remedies for 
supposedly unfortunate condition affairs.

And there are least few 
who all seriousness venture ask, Are not our 
school children learning too much?

Their 
knowledge not exact and much useless; but its 
possession, such is, gives them sense importance 
and self-sufficiency, and the ease its acquisition leads 
them form the conclusion that, some them would 
say, life “snap.’

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Great Catholic Writers Your Pupils Should Know

JOHN CHRYSOSTOM. 

The Patristic Writings: the writings the pious 
and learned ecclesiastics whom call the Fathers the 
Church find ample storehouse Christian Doctrine 
and armory wherein may equip ourselves for the 
spiritual warfare. them, too, find rich material for 
study Church history revealed the lives her 
illustrious children and the wars which, even from the 
beginning, she uncompromisingly waged against error. 
would difficult underestimate the importance the 
patristic writings whole from the viewpoints 
dogma, devotion, history and apologetics. 

And yet not all the patristic writings may rightly 
considered literature. Some the fathers, while great 
thinkers and profound theologians and fallant defenders 
the faith, were not literary artists inasmuch they 
failed, some cases deliberately, assume literary 
outlook. Much their work was controversial, and 
rarely indeed does controversy take its place among the 
great books the world; for controversial works are al- 
most invariably—indeed, necessarily—one-sided, and their 
subjects, though live enough topics one age, are dead 
issues the next. 

Thus happens that when view the patristic writings 
from the standpoint literature find necessary 
enter upon general shifting names and changed 
valuation great writings. that the case St. 
Augustine, for example—one the Fathers whom 
shall discuss later paper this series—one his 
least important works from the doctrinal viewpoint, the 
“Confessions,” becomes his masterpiece from the literary 
viewpoint. 

Many the Fathers the Church, however, were 
great literary artists well great theologians. Many 
them possessed outlook life broad and deep and 
vital, outlook which they share with Sophocles and 
Plato and Dante and Shakespeare and Goethe. Many 
them wrote books which, quite apart from their vast im- 
portance works devotion and Christian apologetics, 
literature the element permanence. They 
are great books, even the heritic and the unbeliever. 

St. John Chrysostom: Such man was the great Father 
the Eastern Church, St. John Chrysostom. His writings 
form natural transition from the New Testament; and 
their universality appeal such that who read 
them today find difficult realize that they came into 
being sixteen hundred years ago. They seem sur- 
prisingly modern; they call attention conditions that 
exist our own time; they voice human aspirations that 
our own age sometimes fancies exclusively its own. 
may well say St. Chrysostom what Ben Johnson said 
Shakespeare: not age, merely, but for all 
time. 

Biographical Outline: John (the title Chrysostom 
Golden Mouth was not given him until hundred years 
after his death) was born Antioch about the year 347. 
came illustrious family; and though his father 
died long before the boy reached maturity, John’s pious 
and cultured mother saw that received deep and 
liberal education. was trained for the legal profession; 
but the religious life attracted him, and for two years 
followed the exercises Christian ascetic. Shattered 
health made necessary for him abandon his monastic 
career, but did not prevent him from devoting himself 
especial way the service God. received 
minor orders and then the sub-deaconate, and for several 
years exercised the office deacon before being raised 
the hold priesthood 386. His zeal and holiness won 
him more than local fame and so, when the see Con- 
stantinople fell vacant, 398, John was chosen Bishop 


the capital the East. The story his efforts reform 
the clergy and awaken the laity sense their duties 
and their dignities Christians long and times 
sad narrative. discovered what many another great 
man has discovered, that his enemies were too often those 
his own household. Long and wearisome were his 
conflicts with unworthy rivals, with cringing time-servers, 
with inconstant emperor, with scheming and malicious 
empress. The outcome all was his banishment early 
the fifth century, when the world witnessed the sad 
spectacle the bishop, second importance only the 
Bishop Rome, driven his old age and infirmity from 
his see and dying, exile, the wayside. The great 
and good and learned bishop died 407. was only 
438 that scanty and tardy justice was accorded his memory 
when his remains were transferred Constantinople and 
there solemnly entombed. His life graphic illustration 
St. Paul’s saying that all who live godly Jesus 
Christ must suffer persecution. 

Personality: St. John Chrysostom was physically not 
unlike the great Apostle the Gentiles. described 
his maturity short stature, bald-headed and wear- 
ing scanty gray beard. His head was large, the fore- 
head broad and high and deeply furrowed—the forehead 
man who had thought and worked and suffered. His 
cheeks were hollow, his complexion pale; and his eyes, 
“deep-set but pleasing,” sparkled beneath shaggy brows. 

his manner life never entirely abandoned the 
ideal asceticism which had compellingly allured him 
his youth. Constantinople was seat refinement 
and luxury and all manner fashionable excess. When 
St. John became bishop refurnished his palace way 
that made more like monastery; his fare was the 
plainest, and his short repose was taken hard and 
narrow bed. gave himself entirely the duties his 
office and labored season and out season bring 
both clergy and laity closer and closer the imitation 
Christ. was reformer the best sense the 

his treatise, “On the Priesthood,” St. Chrysostom 
laments his irritability temper, his proneness emo- 
tional excess, his susceptibility praise and blame. There 
doubtless element exaggeration this self-indict- 
ment, characteristic the man whose ideal exalted 
that experiences keen consciousness his own short- 
comings; but serves, none the less, show that St. 
John possessed the temperament usually found dynamic 
characters such his. Strong men make for themselves 
steadfast friends and bitter enemies. St. Chrysostom had 
plenty both. Like St. Paul, possessed generous 
human sympathies, and the records his friendships with 
such men Basil and such women Olympias are the 
strongest testimony favor his big-heartedness and 
amiability. 

The Preacher: was pulpit orator that St. John 
first attracted attention, that aroused both admiration 
and hostility his maturity, that has won the title 
the Golden Mouthed. Not without some justification has 
Dryden said that preachers “are commonly the first cor- 
rupters eloquence and the last reformed from vicious 
oratory.” The stricture does not apply St. Chrosostom, 
are told that when preached the church was filled 
and that frequently his discourses were interrupted 
applause. Here are two eloquent facts. Modern preachers 
find often difficult matter fill church; and modern 
congregations rarely even feel disposed break into ap- 
plause. Yet have good reason believe that there 
was nothing the theatrical, the spectacular about the 
preaching St. Chrysostom. was too great preacher 
for that. Ordinarily, indeed, delivered his sermons 
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seated chair. was the worth what had say 
and his powers expression that made for his unpar- 
alleled success. 

St. Chrysostom first came into prominence preacher 
the year 387 with his series discourses “On the 
Statues.” may said that the occasion was furnished 
the inevitable and irrepressible small boy. The people 
Antioch were gathered about the governor’s palace 
protest against certain imperial tax. boy the crowd 
hurled stone the emperor’s statue, hitting the extended 
hand the figure. The action proved contagious, and 
three hours the statues the royal family were dragged 
from their pedestals and broken into bits. Then reason 
came back to*the mob, and with reason came fear and 
remorse. The venerable Bishop Flavian set off jour- 
ney eight hundred miles appease the wrath the 
Emperor Theodosius. was then that St. Chrysostom 
delivered some twenty sermons; and succeeded ex- 
citing the people salutary repentance and tranquiliz- 
ing their fears, until the Bishop came back with the im- 
perial pardon. 

Writings: The works St. Chrosostom may divided 
into three classes: The treaties little work (opus- 
cula); the homilies, sermons delivered Antioch and 
Constantinople; and the letters, some two hundred and 
thirty-eight number. 

The treatises deal with such subjects the monastic 
life, virginity and compunction. Perhaps the most famous 
them “On the Priesthood,” which draws the 
picture the ideal priest. That ideal universal its 
application; fits admirably our own day and generation. 
devotes special attention the preaching office the 
priest. singles out two qualifications the preacher: 
Indifference praise and power speech; and main- 
tains that study and preparation are even more indis- 
pensable for eloquent than for ordinary preacher. 

The homilies St. John Chrosostom occasionally deal 
with the lives and virtues the saints, but for the most 
part they are simple and practical commentaries the 
Holy Scriptures. The most notable them are those 
the Psalms and the Gospel St. Matthew, and especially 
those the Epistle St. Paul the Romans. St. 
Chrysostom did not read his sermons, nor did render 
them from memory; but prepared them carefully 
points and allowed their final form influence 
moods and circumstances. They were taken down 
“fast writers” and most them were later edited and 
revised the preacher himself. 

Great the literary value the homilies and 
treatises St. Chrysostom, his letters seem times 
possess the strongest interest all his works. For they 
were beaten out his period supreme suffering the 
nomadic exile that preceded his death. Sorrow and in- 
justice did not harden embitter the saintly bishop. 
While drinking the dregs his own acrid chalice, 
finds time offer consolation other sufferers and 
give kindly counsel his friends. The letter the 
widow Olympias the blessedness suffering, Mal- 
chus the death his daughter, the prefect Studius 
the death his brother are exquisite expressions 
sympathy coming from man who had loved deeply and 
had suffered much. 

Characteristics: The writings St. John Chrysostom 
are distinguished for their luminous style. The highest 
compliment that one can pay that style state that 
survives translation. The famous orator Libanius, who 
instructed St. John, was not good man; but must 
have been great teacher. not him, then the credit 
due Andragatius, whom know otherwise next 
nothing, for teaching St. John how write with ease and 
simplicity and suggestiveness and grace. But their pupil 
was undoubtedly exceptionally apt one, and lifetime 
study and writing and preaching brought his natural 
gifts rare degree perfection. all events, 
who have the writings the saint recognize them the 
work supreme stylist. not always easy mat- 
ter read the Fathers the Church; but one may read 
St. John Chrysostom with what Herbert Spencer would 
call rare economy effort. 

Nor the style St. Chrysostom mere matter 
words, phrasing, structure. what all great 
styles must be, the perfect harmony manner with mat- 
ter. The result that simplicity and effectiveness that 
sometimes call the art that conceals art. The thought 
itself clear-cut, vigorous, and the expression 


consonant and adequate. 

The singular beauty and effectiveness St. Chrosos- 
tom’s style due great measure the fact that the 
great Doctor’s mind was not the speculative cast and 
that for the most part chose subjects with practical 
bearings. far removed from the philosophers the 
later periods Scholasticism, who were too often occu- 
pied with the squirmings thought rather than with its 
vital applications. find relatively little the con- 
troversial the writings St. Chrysostom. And this 
fact all the more significant when recall that was 
the fourth century that the great Arian heresy and its 
attendant vagaries profoundly affected the peace the 
Church. 

St. Chrysostom was master the art constructing 
fitting and striking figures speech. The simile and the 
metaphor were the breath the nostrils his Oriental 
congregations, and well knew how utilize this racial 
characteristic. draws his pertinent illustrations from 
the Bible, from secular history, from the recurring the 
seasons, from the trades and occupations men and 
from customs that were prevailingly local. Yet never 
does lose himself figures, never does employ 
figures for their own sake. 

But the most striking characteristic all, the charac- 
teristic that more than any other entitles his writings 
their high rank literature, the surprising degree 
which they appeal other times. For instance, this 
commentary St. Paul’s advice Timothy concerning 
little wine,” not difficult for imagine that 
had some our own precious later day extremists 
mind: “Wine was given God, not that should 
drunk with it, but that should temperate, that 
should made glad and not sorry This will bea 
useful argument against heretics who attack what God 
has made And not against heretics only good, 
but against our own simpler brethren who, when they see 
certain men degrading themselves drink, instead 
blaming them, attack Gods gift, saying, Let there 
wine not wine which makes inebrity, but 
intemperance. not slander God’s creature, but cen- 
sure rather the madness your fellow man.” 

The sprightliness this passage typical. Sometimes, 
indeed, the saint spoke such way move his 
hearers salutary mirth. Thus, one his sermons, 
takes fling the follies fashion—a problem that 
has engaged the attention even twentieth century 
preachers. absurd, tells his auditors, parade 
silken and bejeweled footwear; and they really must 
wear such delicate and costly shoes the dirty streets 
Constantinople, the only logical thing wear 
them their heads. 

Suggestions for Study: study St. Chrysostom 
should include not only his life and personality, but like- 


wise the history the troublous period transition 


which lived. Material will found the appended 
bibliography. The study should take the form class 
talks and assignments for individual reading and written 
work. But the most fruitful consideration all the 
actual reading selections from the treatises, homilies 
and letters. These selections should form the basis 
class talks dealing with structure, literary analysis and the 
comparison the leading thoughts with thoughts 
contained works other authors previously read. 
Again, classes where study the Evangelists and 
St. Paul has been made, attention should devoted St. 
Chrysostom commentator and illustrator the New 
Testament writings. 

Bibliography: The best work St. Chrysostom that 
thus far possess English “St. John Chrysostom: 
interesting and well written volume, giving sketch the 
Church and the empire the fourth century. Most the 
chapters contain copious condensations from the writings 
the saint. The book has strong Anglican bias, the 
author striving hard prove that St. Chrysostom knew 
nothing about Purgatory, which interesting view 
the saint’s frequent references prayers for the dead. 
Prof. Galusha Anderson Columbia university has given 
excellent little monograph “The Elements 
Chrysostom’s Power Preacher.” Another helpful 
book Bushs “Life and Times Chrysostom.”

“Mother God;” that she truly the the 
Eternal Son the First Person the Trinity His 
Father. 

Next, let the teacher impress upon the child-mind 
that the Blessed Virgin our Mother, too. 

(a) That Jesus Himself gave her as-our Mother. 

(b) That have the full right call her our Mother, 
and the privilege love her such. 

(c) That, being our Mother, she turn loves us; and 
with greater and more tender love than that any 
earthly mother; and personally interested the salva- 
tion each one us. 

(d) That need such Mother our Advocate with 
Jesus; because Jesus not only our Savior, but our Judge. 
How often, after offending Him, deserve remain 
unforgiven; but Mary can always secure His pardon for us. 

Thirdly, let the child taught Jesus 
through Mary. came through Mary; and 
can find better safer way going Him than 
through Her. 

(a) When pray Him, should alway first, 
“With Thee, and Through Thee, dearest Mother, let 
come Jesus now and always, that may receive 
graciously.” This particularly said when 
visit our Lord the Sacrament. 

(b) So, again, when hear Mass, let place our- 
selves Our Blessed Lady’s side, she stood the 
Cross while her Divine Son hung and died upon it.

13. When going Communion, leave off your gloves 
and cloak, you wear them, lay down your book, join 
your hands palm palm before your breast with the 
fingers pointing upwards, and quietly the communion 
rail, genuflect, and kneel there, holding the communion 
cloth manner that would prevent the Sacred Host 
from falling the floor, should perchance slip from 
the priest’s hand, not rise from your knees the

Christ; the name and for the whole congregation the 
choir implores the mercy God the Kyrie eleison, 
gives glory God the highest and wishes peace 
men earth the Gloria Excelsis, and makes solemn 
and public profession faith the Credo. transports 
the congregation before the very throne God and joins 
the angels heaven when they sing: Sanctus, Sanctus, 
Sanctus, Dominus Deus Sabaoth, “Holy, holy, holy the 
Lord the God Hosts!” and again the Agnus Dei 
beseeches the “Lamb God who taketh away the sins 
the world” have mercy and grant peace, 
which Christ’s own choicest blessing. The part which 
the choir takes the divine worship here upon earth 
indeed, were, practice for the great concert which 
crown the Creation God. 

Singing For the Honor and Glory God. 

“This the reason why Catholic churches the mem- 
bers choir cheerfully give their services free charge. 
They sing solely for the honor and glory God and would 
not allow themselves defrauded their heavenly re- 
ward accepting paltry pay, whether the pay extend- 
shining silver the sounding brass newspaper 

“Nor, indeed, they want act like the street parade 
circus, drawing card for extraordinary solemnities. 
The Catholic Church has her regular succession Feasts 
and Festivals which need advertising, and her special 
devotions are themselves sufficient attract the people 
that appreciate them. 

“For fellows that know cheaper place entertain 
their girls Sunday evening, for pleasure-seekers 
general, the Catholic Church makes provision, and 
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even accidental choir should aim launch out

unfortunate that sometimes the members certain 
choirs forget the notable part which they are performing. 
Therefore few additional remarks may place. 

There should talking thechoir beyond what 
strictly necessary, and even this should carried 
low voice and with the fewest possible words. The 
musicians need particularly watchful over themselves 
this point, because having occasion times give 
receive directions, they may easily fall into the habit 
talking, sometimes even holding regular conversations 
during the sermon. once went choir after 
High Mass and apologized for having preached loud 
that might have interfered with their conversation. 

The members should time, and should have their 
parts ready beforehand, that they may avoid noise and 
confusion during the service. 

Petty Disputes Choirs. 

petty disputes and jealousies, which belong the 
weakness poor human nature—musical human nature 
not excepted—let them not ventilated inside the house 
God, for that would profanation the sacred rite 
which one engaged,

19. should more prompt and careful prepar- 
ing church than for any other assembly. 
time, and not loiter around the door the church 
until service has begun. Let repeat with emphasis: 
time. 

not leave the church until services are over. 
only cases real and urgent necessity that anyone 
should out sooner. 

Talking Laughing Church. 

20. hardly necessary say that the ordinary rules 
politeness are observed the church more care- 
fully than anywhere else. There must talking nor 
laughing nor gaping around the church, not tarry 
the vestibule, but take the place that belongs you, 
you have regular place, seek unoccupied seat. 
many the churches there are ushers show strangers 
vacant seats, and you should take the place that 
assigns you when you have none your own. 

This last point particularly observed boys 
and young men. Parents, too, should take notice it, and 
see that their sons well their daughters, take their 
place the family pew. have often seen number 
young men putting their handkerchiefs the floor and 
kneeling one knee the vestibule, just inside the 
church doors, whilst pews were vacant; and some 
our churches had make rules and regulations against 
this abuse, which found hard correct. 

21. funerals and processions the rule for men 
and boys bareheaded. only extreme cold 
heat can excuse one from this practice. processions 
the Blessed Sacrament none are excused, neither the 
Societies nor the singers and musicians, nor 
those who carry banners, candles the canopy. they 
cannot take their hats along, their hand, let them put 
them aside until the end the solemnity. 

When the rosary said procession, your beads 
your right hand high your breast. All who take 
part this- pious exercise should conduct themselves

Parish Schools Burden, 


Msgr. McDevitt, Superintendent the Philadelphia Parish 


Schools, Argues That the Parochial Schools Add 
Extra Burden Taxation Upon 
the Catholic Community. 


Two questions enter into our Catholic educational sys- 
tem; one these refers the financial cost the parish 
schools; the other their scolastic efficiency. the 
first question, may said that commonly believed 
that the parish schools place heavy financial burden upon 
the Catholic people. One who looks the surface 
things would assuredly think so, because the parish school 
system widespread the country itself, and keep- 
ing pace with every phase the country’s development. 
Nevertheless, the careful weighing the facts bearing 
upon the cost the public schools and the parish 
schools shows that the financial burden upon Catholics 
less than generally thought, even though, besides paying 
their pro rata tax for the support the public schools, 
they the same time maintain themselves alone 
distinctly independent school system their own. 


Catholics Save Present System. 


Paradoxical may seem, nevertheless true that 
Catholics shoulder lighter financial burden today under 
the system which compels them support both parish 
schools and public schools, than they would under 
our Catholic elementary schools were lock their doors 
and send their pupils into the public schools. The answer 
the following questions will demonstrate the truth 
what have just said: 

What the cost public school education? 

What proportion Catholics pay the money ex- 
pended for public education? 

What the cost parish school education? 

What increase would there public taxation all 
the parish schools were closed? 

What proportion would Catholics pay this in- 
crease? 

What the total sum paid Catholics taxation 
for the support the public schools, and what they 
pay for the support Catholic schools? 

What the difference between the amount Catholics 
are now paying for the support the two systems and 
that sum they would necessarily pay there were 
parish school system? 

The necessary data for the answering these questions 
may gathered from comparison made between the 
public schools and the parish schools Philadelphia, 
which, may presumed, are typical the two kinds 
schools the country over. 

First, the cost the state system schools. 
The annual report the Board Education the dis- 
trict Philadelphia gives the total disbursements for pub- 
lic education Philadelphia for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1912, For the education the 172,581 
pupils who belong the public elementary schools, the 
cost was $26.45 per pupil, $4,564,591.45 for all. This 
latter sum does not include the amount spent for perma- 
nent improvements and equipment new buildings. (See 
tables expenditures.) 

The proportion which Catholic citizens pay this 
expenditure for the elementary schools only, cannot 
stated definitely, for the reason that the Catholic popula- 
tion Philadelphia can estimated only approximately. 
However, there doubt that Catholics form least 
one-third the population, may reasonably inferred 
that they pay one-third all the taxation and, conse- 
quently, pay one-third the amount expended the 
public elementary schools, $1,521,530.48. 

Father Burns This Economic Phase. 

The Very Rev. James Burns, C., Ph. 
his invaluable Growth and Development the Catholic 
School System the United States (pp. 292-3), dis- 
cussing the economic side the parish school question, 
says: 

“What is, now, the average actual cost Catholic 
parish school maintenance per pupil throughout the coun- 
try? The amount cannot stated with any degree 


accuracy. best, more than probable estimate can 
made present. The cost appears vary within 
almost wide limits the cost public school educa- 
tion. There are numerous schools which the total an- 
nual per capita cost maintenance not more than $5, 
while the archdioceses New York, has been seen, 
slightly over $11. particular schools the large 
cities the cost runs even much higher figure than 
this; and some schools, too, the cost considerably 
under $5. But only conditions that are more less gen- 
eral need considered, and the above figures may 
taken representing the ordinary extremes. may 
therefore said that the average cost maintenance 
per pupil, based upon enrollment, ranges from $11. 
The mean the range $8, and this may accordingly 
taken the most probable common average the annual 
cost education per capita the parish schools the 
country 

From these figures may learned the cost parish 
school education. The enrollment the parish schools 
the city Philadelphia, according the school census 
(1912) made the Bureau Compulsory Education, 
was 60,903 pupils. Dr. Burns’ estimate per capita, 
given above, the Philadelphia parish schools expended 
the year 1912 for running expenses the sum 
$487,224. 

Were all the Catholic schools Philadelphia closed, 
and were the children attending them demand from the 
public authorities that free education the cost the 
state which their inalienable right, what increase 
taxes would resuit! The expenses the public elementary 
schools would increased the sum $26.45 per capita 
for 50,903 pupils our parish schools—that is, total 
increase $1,610,884.35. addition, there would the 
necessary expenditure millions dollars secure 
property and buildings for the housing these more than 
sixty thousand pupils. 

this increased taxation the Catholics, numbering 
one-third our population, should have bear their pro- 
portion, viz., $536,961.45.

From these data, which are based statistics per 
capita cost given one who has made special study 
our parish school system, are led the indisputable 
conclusion that our Catholic school system, instead 
being financial burden, lessens taxation for both Cath- 
olics and non-Catholics. 
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Emphasis should placed upon this startling truth, 
because the prevalence the belief that the parish school 
burden upon the Catholic people affects the develop- 
ing and the perfecting our whole system education. 
The fear increasing this reputed burden ofttimes delays 
the organization new schools and hinders the adequate 
support schools already Parish

Nature garb resplendent, should harbor much 
mischief;—that selfishness, duplicity and malice should 
form the moral accompaniments much physical 
perfection! Yet is, and how like beings much 
higher order, are these gay deceivers. Aye, could write 
you whole chapter this subject, were not task 
different nature.” 


Alexander Wilson esteemed the Blue Jay frivolous 
fellow: “This elegant bird distinguished kind 
beau among the feathered tenants our woods, 
the brilliancy his dress; and, like most other cox- 
combs, makes himself still more conspicuous his 
loquacity, and the oddness his tones and gestures. 
the charming season spring, when every thicket 
pours forth harmony, the part performed the Jay 
always catches the ear. appears be, among his 
fellow-musicians, what the trumpeter band, some 
his notes having distant resemblance the tones 
that instrument. These has the faculty chang- 
ing thru great variety modulations, according 
the particular humor happens in. When dis- 
posed for ridicule, there scarce bird whose peculiari- 
ties song cannot tune his notes to. When engaged 
the blandishments love they resemble the soft 
chatterings Duck; and, while nestles among the 
thick branches the cedar, are scarce heard few 
paces distance; but sooner does discover your ap- 
proach than sets sudden and vehement outcry, 
flying off and screaming with all his might, 
called the whole feathered tribes the neighborhood 
witness some outrageous usage received. 
When hops undisturbed among the high branches 
the oak and hickory, they become soft and musical; and 
his call the female, stranger would readily mistake 
for the repeated creakings ungreased wheelbarrow. 
All these accompanies with various nods, jerks and 
other gesticulations, for which the whole tribe Jays 
remarkable, that, with some other peculiarities, they 
might have very well justified the great Swedish nat- 
uralist forming them into separate genus them- 
selves.” 

the more modern writers the life-history the 
Blue Jay, the late Major Bendire says: “Few our na- 
tive birds compare beauty plumage and general 
bearing with the Blue Jay, and, while one cannot help 
admiring him account amusing and interesting 
traits, still even his best friends cannot say much his 
favor, and, tho have never caught one actually 
mischief, many close observers have done so, that one 
cannot very well, even inclined, disprove the prin- 
cipal charge brought against this handsome freebooter.” 

unfortunate fact that bad name attached 
even tho the bearer has been condemned hearsay 
evidence. The story guilt may have been started 
the most trival evidence, but every time repeated 
gains strength and soon magnified into huge pro- 
portions; and what might have been easily explained 
the outset, careful examination into the facts, casts 
lifelong slur the character innocent victim. 

Even careful and exact writer the late Major 
Bendire compelled add, from his strict sense jus- 
tice, that had “never caught Blue Jay mischief.” 
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The writer’s experience with this bird exactly parallel 
with that Major Bendire, and therefore loth 
believe all the bad stories that have been printed about 
the noisy, handsome Jay. every village there 
some boy who not bad heart, but full ani- 
mal spirits and life that whenever act harmless 
mischief perpetrated immediately charged him. 
This very much the case with the Jay, “whose obtru- 
sive actions attract attention when other birds, equally 
abundant, remain unnoticed.” 

Probably the most accurate brief respecting the Blue 
Jay’s feeding habits that has ever been written 
Mr. Beal. few extracts will show that much 
that has been written will not bear the scrutiny exact 
scientific research. After citing three cases field 
observers who saw Blue Jays the act sucking 
eggs taking young birds, Mr. Beal adds: “In view 
such explicit testimony from observers whose ac- 
curacy cannot impeached, special pains have been 
taken ascertain how far the charges were sustained 
study the bird’s food. examination was made 
292 stomachs collected every month the year 
from states, the district Columbia and Canada. 
The real food composed 24.3 per cent animal 
matter and 75.7 per cent vegetable matter. The 
animal food chiefly made insects, with few 
spiders, myriapods, snails and smal! vertebrates, such 
fish, salamanders, tree-frogs, mice and birds. Every- 
thing was carefully examined which might any 
possibility indicate that birds eggs had been 
eaten, but remains birds were found only two, 
and the shells small birds’ eggs three the 292 
stomachs. One these, taken February 10, contained 
the bones, claws, and little skin bird’s foot. 
Another, taken June 24, contained remains 
young bird. The three stomachs with birds’ eggs were 
collected June, August and October. The shell eaten 
October belonged the egg some larger bird 
like the Ruffled and, considering the time 
the year, was undoubtedly merely empty shell from 
old nest. Shells eggs which were identified 
those domestic fowls, some bird equal size, 
were found stomachs collected irregular times 
during the year. This evidence would seem show 
that more eggs domestic fowls than wild birds 
are destroyed, but much more probable that these 
shells were obtained from refuse heaps about farm- 
houses. 

reconcile such contradictory evidence certainly 
difficult, but seems evident that these nest-robbing 
propensities are not general has been heretofore 
supposed. this habit were prevalent some 
writers have asserted, and were true that eggs 
and young smaller birds constitute the chief food 
the Blue Jay during the breeding season, the small 
birds any section where Jays are fairly abundant 
would danger extermination. Insects are 
eaten every month the year. The great bulk con- 
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sists beetles, grasshoppers The 
average for the year per cent, but August 
reaches per cent. Three-fourths the Blue Jay’s 
food consists vegetable matter, per cent which 
consists “mast,” under which are grouped large 
seeds trees and shrubs, such acorns, chestnuts, 
beechnuts, chinquapins, and some others. Blue Jays 
prefer mast corn, indeed any other vegetable food, 
for they eat the greatest amount time when fruit, 
grain and other things are most The Blue 
Jay gathers its fruit from Nature’s orchard and vine- 
yard, and not from man’s; corn the only vegetable 
food for which the farmer suffers any loss, and here 
the damage small. fact, the examination 
nearly 300 stomachs shows that the Blue Jay certainly 
does far more good than harm.” 

The Jay has extensive range, being found 
eastern North America far north latitude 52, and, 
casually, little further; extends westward about 
100 west longitude, Assiniboia, and south about 
west longitude northern Texas. breeds thru- 
out its range, but winter most northern birds move 
southward. Florida, and along the Gulf coast 
southeastern Texas there slightly smaller race, but 
the ordinary observer will not able note any 
difference. The nesting places vary very greatly 
kind trees selected and position the tree. Sites 
may found conifers and also deciduous trees, 
and even shrubbery. The nest usually bulky, but 
compactly built twigs. bark, moss, leaves 
ous other materials. set eggs varies from 
the color greenish buffy, irregularly spotted 
with shades brown lavender.

II. 
THE READING LESSON SHOULD DEAL WITH 
LITERATURE 


previous article, pointed out that read- 
ing differs from other school studies the kind re- 
sults which seeks and the kind training which 
yields. While other studies are fact-giving, reading 
literature seeks aesthetic beauty end,—beauty 
language, beauty thought, and beauty imagery. Ex- 
clusive art and music, the one study which 
reason its appeal the sense beauty, the 
imagination, and the emotional life children, re- 
fines and spiritualizes their natures. 

view this fact, serious mistake allow 
the reading lesson degenerate into “reading for in- 
formation.” Obviously, reading for facts geography 
history, valuable such material when used 
its appropriate connection with the geography the 
history lesson, should never allowed usurp the 
plaee and time assigned reading the regular daily 
program the school. This period should faith- 
fully vouchsafed children for the gaining liter- 
ary possessions, for furnishing their minds with beauti- 
ful pictures, which Wordsworth tells The Daffo- 
are “the bliss solitude.” The reading lesson 
therefore should deal with literature. 

CHILDREN SHOULD READ LITERARY WHOLES 

Moreover, children are entitled the privilege 
gaining few worthy literary possessions each year 
the time they have reached the fourth 
fifth grade, they have acquired the power read in- 
tefligently and with considerable ease. They are now 
use this power further their acquaintance with 
literature, acquire literary pessessions suited their 
age and experience. The grammar grades are the golden 
age reading for children. 

But, literary possession means literary whole, 
complete narrative, not scraps, excerpts, isolated inci- 
dents. was false pedagogy that the older school 
practiced, giving page two this and 
page two that, thus including parts the great 
“longer stories” literature, usually the climax, the 
hope that giving the most dramatic incident the 
most interesting part, children would led hunt 
out for themselves the entire selection. now know 
the fallacy this theory. For know that when the 
child has learned the outcome, the issue the story,— 
has little interest reading the whole selection 
order find out what led the climax. Indeed 
this practice cultivates children impatience the 
details which form the background any story. 


THE PLOT THAT INTERESTS CHILDREN 

Like grown-ups, children are interested “what 
going happen next” the stories they read. 
eager are they for the run events, hungry for the 
plan plot the story, that reading becomes, when 
the material fitly chosen, one the best studies 
for training the power attention. The story-plot has 
equal for holding the young 
closely, and for long periods time. this,— 
not isolated incidents—that has engaging interest for 
children. 

not, therefore, single event the life Robin 
Hood that absorbing interest children, but the 
complete run events his active life. mis- 
taken pedagogy that puts out for children reading 
lesson, single incident the career Robinson 
Crusoe, such his building the raft. What children 
demand the complete narrative, including all the 
structural elements that stirring story his experi- 
ence. Obviously, the handling the incidents un- 


necessary details may eliminated, and story other- 
wise impossible may made available length for 
young readers. 

WHAT CHILDREN SHOULD READ THE 


GRAMMAR GRADES 


Manifestly, then, children should read 
ing open plan the great cycle 
stories that for ages have delighted old and young 
all lands. Each year the grammar grades should 
have its appropriate assigned material, with im- 
portant theme for each year. For example: 

Fifth. Pure adventure, that is, adventure for the sake 
the Robin Hood, Robinson 
Crusoe, and similar tales. 

Sixth. Adventure for love country, patriotism,— 
typified the Greek and Roman stories. 

Seventh. Adventure for protection the weak, 
chivalry, brotherhood, courage, and high 
fied the King Arthur stories. 

Eighth. Pure literature, which the writings 
our great American authors furnish the type. 

Thus, school under the guidance the teacher, 
children may read typical stories from successive stages 
which the race has advanced from the traditional past 
the present stage literary progress. Moreover 
they will have supplied themselves with the basis 
literary reference, and equipped themselves for intelli- 
gent future life-reading for further study literature 
the high school. 

conviction dawning that children not have 
enough show the way literary possessions for 
the four years’ study reading above the fourth grade. 
There growing belief that are feeding them 
them this impressionable period acquaintance with 
the world’s great literature. There data for criticism 
that the grammar grades children not learn ef- 
fective methods studying literature and that con- 
sequence they stand helpless before organized piece 
literary workmanship. 


STANDARDIZATION READING MATERIAL 
THE GRAMMAR GRADES 


When grammar grade reading attacked single 
problem, distinct itself, may begin approximate 
standards reading. shall able judge more 
wisely values, and teacher can assume that 
pupils beginning the year’s work have read the pre- 
ceding grade certain standard selections good 
literature. Then each year’s work will step for- 
ward the pupil’s progress. Standardization high 
school classics came about result the study 
high school English distinct problem. While 
not necessary that all reading standardized the 
grammar grades, desirable that few type selec- 
tions should assumed pupils finishing each the 
grammar grades. 

Teachers high school English often justly complain 
that entering students have little basis for their work 
and that they are not familiar with standard literature 
with methods study. 

TEACH RELATED SELECTIONS 

For purposes comparative study, selections should 
grouped according theme. worth while 
study individual selections such, but also help- 
ful notice how another author has treat- 
similar theme. the use methods com- 
parison, considerable time saved, for two poems may

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Recreation for Primary Grades 


Mary Bronson, Pontiac, 


The season the year now upon when the 
children can longer spend their play time out 
doors, and the management the recreation periods 
and the recess periods becomes quite problem. 
not managed, mismanaged, these periods may com- 
pletely destroy the spirit and discipline room. 
the other hand, properly looked after, just every 
essential part the work should be, they may made 
thoroly enjoyable and profitable both pupil and 
teacher. recess time the children may taken 
the play rooms, but the recreation period this not 
always convenient, and other plans must devised. 

Probably every primary teacher has her program 
certain periods during the day that are set aside for 
recreation, relaxation, gymnastics. This certainly 
essential part the program, for the children cannot 
sit one position for any considerable length time 
without physical discomfort, because the strain upon 
the little muscles which have been allowed great deal 
freedom the time the children enter school. 

Children always enjoy this period, and they enjoy 
less when the teacher makes real training 
alertness, definiteness, and concentration. this 
best, and get the most out it, the teacher must 
know exactly what she about and must give her com- 
mands directions quick and decided tone. 
have heard teachers say: 
noisy.” 


“The recreation period 

need not and should not be. The fol- 

lowing directions and games may suggest something 

new, provide change the work for some one. 
Children like follow definite commands, the first 

command is: 

Ready for Gymnastics. 


This means that the boys take off their coats, and the 
windows are thrown open. 
Attention: 


This means straight sitting position. Feet flat 
the floor, body and head erect, hands easily the 
edge the desk. 

Standing Position—1-2: 


one, the right foot placed the aisle. two, 


the other foot brought into the aisle and the child 
stands. 


Change Places for Gymnastics: 


recreation for the children occupy different 
seats during this period. Then, too, the teacher may 
want her class arranged according height, the shorter 
ones front. Each child knows where his seat is, 
signal from the teacher, the first child the first row 
leads the entire class, running around the room. When 
all the children are out the aisles, they run around 
the room once; then comes his new aisle, each 
child runs down his seat and stands until the entire 
class place. the end the period, they return 
their seats the same way. 

Many different exercises may given. The following 
deep breathing exercise good one: 

Arms, raise! (to horizontal position sides), inhale 
thru nostrils arms are raised. 


Arms, sink: Exhale thru the nostrils the arms are 
lowered.

Running and 

Pupils may taught run easily and lightly the 
school room. Take easy running position, body bent 
slightly forward, arms raised slightly, good, easy, nat- 
ural Run tip toe, with feet lifted high, aim- 
ing lightness movement, rather than rapidity 
good plan run rows, and thus create little 
spirit rivalry seeing which row can run most 
lightly and rhythmically, that is, together, every foot 
touching the floor the same time. 

marching, the children should encouraged 
march together. They should listen their own march- 
ing and see they are all stepping together. Sometimes 
they may clap. This aids getting good time and 
gives good free movement the arms. 

The following games may easily used: 


CHALK RELAY 

See that there even number pupils each 
row. Give the first child each row piece chalk. 
“Go” passed down the row until reaches the 
last child the row, who rises, runs the front the 
room, and makes mark the blackboard. soon 
this last child out the aisle, all the children the 
row move back one seat and the child who was the 
board takes the front seat and quickly passes the chalk 
back again.

MEXICAN AFFAIRS 

Since President Wilson sent Mr. Lind, September, 
special envoy Mexico try bring some order 
out the chaos existing there, notwithstanding Mr. 
Lind’s efforts accomplish the purpose his mis- 
sion, the conditions Mexico have steadily grown from 
bad worse. Our government insisted that Provisional 
President Huerta resign and not candidate for 
president the October election. was 
brought into office thru the assassination President 
Madero, President Wilson believes that should not 
recognized and that government founded mur- 
der should recognized the United States. Huerta 
has acted the part absolute dictator all govern- 
mental affairs. has brooked criticism opposi- 
tion. Fearing severe criticism the part the liberal 
element the Mexican congress, account his 
conduct Mexican affairs, Huerta October ban- 
ished the last vestige pretense self government 
the republic. invaded with his soldiers the hall 
deputies, seized over hundred the deputies and 
threw them into prison. The senate dissolved its 
own accord and several the judges resigned. The 
deputies thru committees had been and were prosecut- 
ing too many investigations suit Huerta. After thus 
putting end the Mexican congress, Huerta issued 
proclamation declaring the congress had insulted him 
offensive and calumnious language and had over- 
stepped the bounds decency. He, therefore, assumed 
full powers for the direction the government; 
other words, declared himself dictator Mexico. The 
so-called general election held for the selection 
president October was farce. Over con- 
siderable part the republic the polls were not open 
and balloting took place. Altho Huerta had de- 
could not candidate, that could not 
constitutionally elected the presidency, there was 
considerable part the vote cast for him. Many 
speak the troops voting, altho, according Mex- 
ican law, soldiers cannot legally vote. After putting 
end congress, Huerta called election new 
the day the presidential election. 
considered that the new congress not legally 
elected and Mexico without legal president, and 
therefore without legal government. According 
the latest report negotiations between President Wil- 
son’s special envoy and Huerta, our government has 


demanded that Huerta efface himself and prevent 
meeting the new congress, and permit 
tional government set for Mexico. this 
demand President Wilson acceded Huerta, 
leaves perplexing responsibility upon our govern- 
ment, that determining who shall suitable can- 
didate for president, and insuring full aad free ex- 
pression the Mexican people the polls, and also 
the termination the war. The rebel constitutionalist 
leader, Carranza, declares himself opposed any inter- 
ference the part our government. this writ- 
ing seems that all negotiations may soon broken 
off between the United States and the so-called pro- 
visional government Mexico, the relations are 
strained and conditions are serious.

November.) 

CANTICLE THE CREATURES. 

This hymn, unlike the others, was not written Latin, 
but was composed originally the Italian tongue. 
perhaps the first sweet timid meiody that song-language 
which sixty years later attained unto full harmony 
the writings Dante. 

understand the Song the Creatures, one must, 
spirit least, turn away from the strenuous life-struggle 
today with all its illusive philosophies; and “Far from 
the madding crowd’s ignoble strife,” amid nature goodness 
and gladness and under blue skies that tell laughingly 
ever-present, ever-loving God—find that simplicity 
setting which alone complement, and full meaning 
the Song. 

Francis Assisi, poet and saint and supreme lover 
highest lowest, sees all creation, animate and 
inanimate, one with him brotherhood under the same 
Father-God. The sun his brother, the moon and. stars 
are his sisters; air, fire, water, mother earth, death, are 
fellow creatures with him and claims their praises for 
acommon

Yet 
spite the mellowing influence the Song the Crea- 
tures, faction arose the village Assisi. The Bishop 
was wroth with the chief magistrate, and the chief magis- 
trate was arms against the Bishop. Then the gentle 
singer Assisi added another stanza his Canticle; and 
commanded Brother Pacifico before the wrang- 
ling assembly and sing the new song. Brother Pacifico 
was distinguished for his courtly manner and good voice— 
before becoming Brother Minor, had been crowned 
the emperor’s court with the wreath bays—an honor 
subsequently bestowed upon Petrarch and Tasso. And 
Brother Pacifico carried musically the message St. Fran- 
cis the assembled disputants. melodiously sonorous 
tones sang the well-known tune: 

“And praised Lord 
those who, for Thy love, can pardon give 
And bear the weakness and the wrongs men. 
Blessed are those who suffer thus peace, 
Thee the Highest crowned Heaven.” 

The effect was magical; both parties were appeased; 
each one, doubtless, thinking itself the one praising 
God and giving pardon and magnanimously bearing the 
weakness and the wrongs men. this 
dramatic appeal the latent good their hearts, Bishop 
and magistrate were reconciled and tumultuous faction 
longer disturbed the village Assisi interrupted the 
monks they chanted the Office the Chapel the 
Portiuncula. 

Years passed away, leaving their burdens mortals. 
And one night glorious vision came out from darkness 
and flooded with light the little cell which St. Francis 
slept. And the saint, overpowered the splendor, lay 
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trance, unable move, and yet understanding 

clearly what the vision meant. Only two years more 

then—the end and Heaven and God! said the 
ight. 

And Francis wakened and came out his trance-like 
ecstasy and sent hastily for Brother Leo, and bade him 
write another stanza the Hymn: 

“And our Sister Death, Lord, praised,” 
intoned the saint, and Brother Leo caught the words that 
fell tremblingly from St. Francis’ lips and musically 
chorded them into triumph dominant the great Can- 
ticle Praise. 

That oneness with Nature and with all life seems 
characterize the men and women who have made the world 
better because they lived. Whenever man arises 
whom there dwell all-embracing sympathy with the 
mystery suffering, compassionate tenderness for dumb 
wrongs and sorrows, the world feels that force; and poor, 
love-starved lives, human and sub-human, crowd round 
irresistibly impelled within the magic circle. 

And wonders are wrought. rabbit pursued dogs 
flees for refuge kneeling hermit, and hides trembling 
yet secure under the brown robes; lion tormented 
thorn its foot stands instinctively hopeful before 
Jerome; pigeons crated for market cry out protest 
against their pain and plead for liberty Francis 
Assisi passes; hears them, pities them, obtains the crate 
and sets them free; the wolf ceases wolfish and enters 
into reasonable compact with men—he fed 
the people the town, and return, will harm 
bird beast man; and the wolf happy because 
good good because happy, and lives re- 
spected good old age and dies last lamented the 
people, the good Brother Wolf St. Francis! and 
infinitum this magic force works wonders even 
the sub-human world. Siddharta Gautama, seeing for 
the first time blood and pain and death arrow- 
wounded white swan, swoons away with the pain his 
own compassion. Vincent Paul covers naked 
foundling with his own cloak and weeps with pity 
carries the mite humanity his arms through the 
streets Paris. Francis Assisi influences his imme- 
diate circles, his country, his age and all succeeding ages 
the power love, and forces all nature and all life 
animate and inanimate join with him brotherhood 
and sing with him their Father-God the Canticle the 


Creatures. 
IV.—PANGE LINGUA. 

This the paean-hymn honor the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. forms part the Office Corpus Christi com- 
posed Thomas Aquinas. has been sung millions 
voices every age from the thirteenth century the 
present; and the concluding stanza, least, beginning 
“Tantum Ergo”—used Benediction service, has been 
more frequently repeated than any other hymn written 
mortal. From countless cathedrals, churches, chapels, 
every country under the sun, the “Tantum Ergo” has 
arisen and ever arises; its musical settings are indeed 
various the times and nations that give them birth, but 
all give expression the same words the same lan- 
guage. 

St. Paul’s Cathedral our city presented scene 
unusual beauty short time ago. The occasion was the 
opening the service known the Forty Hours’ Devo- 
tion the Blessed Sacrament. The moving aisles the 
vast edifice presented bewildering array lights and 
flowers and color splendors; the organ awoke, and re- 
sponsively thousand fresh young voices arose chorus 
the old, old Pange Lingua. 

the thinker, broken from the mooring child- 
hood’s faith and adrift chartlessly the tide today 
philosophies, the children’s voices singing the old hymn 
the stately cathedral, the slowly moving ceremonial 
splendor, the peace faith and joy and reverence mani- 
fest celebrants and participators—must seem suggestive 
power old and wise with the wealth the ages, sure 
amid uncertainties, abiding amid evanescence, secure 
change, cognizant. the devout believer, God 
present; and all the splendor the world were 
nothing lavish upon that God while walks amid His 
people, consoling them and blessing them; and lights 
and flowers and color-splendors and children’s voices and 
adoring human hearts ring out with the organ tones 
the grand old hymn and the crowded edifice resounds 
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with joyous acclamation present God. 

And the four great hymns the medieval period— 
Dies Irae, Cantico delle Creature, Stabat Mater and Pange 
Lingua are heard and understood even today. They were 
voices, not echoes; hence they endure.

The visit pastor priest should always marked 
genuine good conduct the part the children and 
cordial courtesy the part the parents. 

When, however, comes attend the infirm and the 
dying, bearing with him the hidden Eucharistic Lord, 
when thus the home becomes sanctuary, then should the 
conduct toward the Lord and His priest faultless, and 
devout the occsaion demands. 

Cleanliness the sick room and surroundings should 
given expression the respect due the coming the 
divine Guest. Face and hands, and feet, the person 
anointed, should washed and the hair neatly combed. 
The covering the bed should tidy and clean. 

table with white table-cloth should placed within 
easy reach the bed. should crucifix, two 
blessed wax tapers, glass with holy water aside it, 
sprig brush for sprinkling, glass with fresh drink- 
ing water, table-spoon, clean napkin towel used 
communion-cloth. sick-call outfit, which can 
procured any church-goods store, will found very 
serviceable these occasions. 

the person receive the sacrament Extreme 
Unction add supply cotton, several small pieces 
fresh bread, little salt, finger-bowl and towel. 
chair should placed aside the bed for the priest, 
facilitate the confessing the invalid. 


Conduct for Household Extreme Unction. 

When the priest arrives, one the household meets 
him the door with lighted candle, genuflects adora- 
tion the Blessed Sacrament, and leads the priest 
the chamber the sick person. Meantime the two candles 
the table have been lighted. All present the room 
the room adjoining, kneel adoration. They bless them- 
selves when sprinkled with holy water. All leave the 
room when the priest about take the confession 
the sick dying, They return his bidding. One 
the members present then recites the Confiteor Latin 
and responds the prayers the priest. the person 
anointed, let some one remove the covering 
the feet for this purpose. All present devoutly follow the 
prayers the priest for the sick, for those agony, and 
the dying, the case may be. 

When the priest has left, the cotton, bread salt 
which have been used him anointing, should 
burned. 

When death has set in, the body decently laid out 
and blessed candle kept burning near it. small cruci- 
fix placed into the hands the deceased person, 
laid his breast and the hands themselves are placed 
cross-wise. Upon entering the room the mourners and 
sorrowing friends sprinkle the body with holy water. 

The wake time prayer. Respects for the dead, 
and the presence death should bar thoughts jest 
and merrymaking. 

Preparation for Matrimony. 

The life-long importance and the indissolubility the 
marriage contract demands careful consideration, the sanc- 
tity the sacrament aMtrimony demands careful prep- 
aration. The Church impresses both upon the couple 
about receive this great sacrament wise regulations. 

The engagement, according present ruling, should 
formal, made writing, signed the contracting parties 
and either the bishop pastor and two other wit- 
nesses. case one the couple cannot write ad- 


ditional witness required. The engagement should 
sanctified the reception the sacraments Penance 
and Eucharist. 

Date and time marriage should communicated 
the pastor due time. 

all other matters, punctuality the hours set 
for bridal instruction important requirement. 

general confession several weeks before marriage 
advised. bride and groom belong different parishes, 
they are free choose between the pastors, though, 
rule, the pastor the bride performs the ceremony. 

The marriage party should time the day 
marriage, 

Local custom may add one other frill the function 
the marriage ceremony. here set down the general 
rule. 

The bridal couple and witnesses march the foot 
the altar, genuflect ensemble, rise and stand before the 
officiating minister. The couple answers the questions 
the priest firm voice, audible least the priest 
and the attending witnesses. The groom offers his right 
hand the bride, who accepts with her right hand and 
with hands joined they solemnly vow each other fidelity 
until death. 

The hands remain locked while the pastor confirms their 
union the name the Triune God. The ring then 
presented the groom the pastor for blessing. The 
groom puts the blessed ring the third finger the 
bride and the same time says: this ring thee 
wed and plight unto thee troth.” 

Another prayer follows after which bridal couple and 
witnesses genuflect and retire the places assigned ac- 
cording local custom, where they remain during the 
bridal Mass. 

the Pater Noster the bride and groom ascend the 
altar steps for the blessing the bride. This blessing 
not repeated possible subsequent marriage. The 
blessing imparted, the celebrant gives signal the 
couple retire their places. 

the communion the Mass they approach the altar 
rails advance the foot the altar, whichever local 
custom prescribes, order receive. many localities 
customary for the attending witnesses receive with 
the bridal couple. this case the bridal couple awaits 
the approach the witnesses and all proceed, genuflect 
together, and kneel the altar rail the altar steps. 
After receiving they retire proper order their places. 

Just before the last blessing the Mass the bridal 
couple again advances the altar, genuflects the base 
and ascends the steps. They attentively and devoutly 
listen the exhortation the celebrant. 

They thereupon retire their place, receive the blessing 
the Mass, rise while the celebrant repairing the 
sacristy, then kneel and remain make their act thanks- 
giving for the many graces received,
